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King Jesus 


Text: “Where is He that is born King 
of the Jews?” Matthew 2:2. 

That is a question that was asked by 

the wise men of the East, who were de- 
sirous to see Jesus so that they could pay 
homage and give gifts to the greatest of 
all kings. But, the man most troubled, 
who made such an inquiry, was King 
Herod. His purpose in wanting to see Je- 
sus was not to worship but to destroy 
Him. There is never room for two kings 
in one kingdom, therefore, he made dili- 
gent inquiry as to the definite place 
where Jesus was to be born. After being 
slighted by the wise men, Herod’s cruel 
heart, filled by the enemy of all right- 
eousness, revelled in the slaughter of all 
the little male children under two years 
of age. Herod was determined to kill Je- 
sus’ life went on happening to the end. 
stupidity of the devil. God of all wis- 
dom, with foreknowledge, arranged for 
the escape and safe care of the little baby 
King. 
Try to imagine the heartaches caused 
by such a cruel command of a king in or- 
der that his position might be safer. The 
lamentations heard were truly ‘Rachel 
weeping for her children, and would not 
be comforted because they were not.” 

What happened at the beginning of Je- 
sus’ life went on happening to the end. 
The Herods of Palestine were constant- 
ly plotting to kill Him. All through His

life the kings of earth sought His de- 
struction. The kings of a political, social 
and ecclesiastical life feared Him. The 
presence of this King caused them trou- 
ble. Had Jesus come with beautiful and 
fascinating stories of natural life, or as 
an interpreter of the perplexing problems 
of the country, the patriots would have 
lauded His name to the skies. But, He 
claimed to be King. Had He been satis- 
fied only to teach, instruct, and console 
the hearts of men in the time of sorrow; 
and help them in their difficulties, He 
would have become great, but, He pre- 
ferred to be, and claimed to be King. He 
spoke as a king. He expected obedience 
of His followers, even to the laying 
down of their lives for Him if necessary. 
And yet, He called His followers friends. 
“Ye are my friends if ye do the things 
that I have commanded you.” 

Now, behold this King. He had none 
of the pomp and circumstances of a king 
of the East. He wore no purple robe nor 
crown, He rode in no chariot accompan- 
ied by a host of armed men, but on the 
contrary He appeared as only a peasant, 
and yet claimed to be King. Even on the 
cross, when all hopes seemed to be gone, 
when the robber turned to Him and said, 
“Lord, remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom,” Jesus said, “Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise.” Just 
a few days prior to this event Jesus rode 


in the streets on the colt and the throng 
called Him King and He did not rebuke 
them. 

Again at the trial the angry mob: 
snarled, ‘““We found this man saying that 
He Himself is Christ the King.” Pilate, 
the Roman ruler, took note of this and 
taking Jesus aside asked, “Art thou a 
king?” The answer that came from the 
heart that was bleeding left the governor 
confused and he, desiring to get rid of 
this man, offered Him to the crowd by 
saying, “Behold your king.” That great 
mass of blood-thirsty men screamed, 
“Away with Him.” “Away with Him!” 
“Crucify Him.” The chief priests chimed 
in, “We have no king but Caesar.” The 
Jews and Romans decreed to kill Him be- 
cause He claimed to be King. Over His 
head was written in the three principal 
languages of the world, “Jesus of Naza- 
reth, king of the Jews.” 

Our hearts are touched when we read 
the tragedy narrated in the Gospels, but 
the tragedy is continuing even to this 
very day. The multitudes then cried, 
“We will not have this man to rule over 
us.” The world is eager to praise and 
honor Jesus as a teacher, a philosopher, a 
poet, an idealist, a reformer and a lover 
of nature and humanity, but they refuse 
to assent to crowning Him King. Even 
Mahatma Ghandi praises the teachings of

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The Birth of Jesus 


This is the same sweet story that we 
hear every Christmas, but it is not old, 
although it has been nearly two thousand 
years since Jesus was born in Bethlehem 
and laid in a manger because there was 
no room for Him in the inn. 

“And it came to pass in those days, 
that there went out a decree from Caesar 
Augustus, that all the world should be 
taxed. (And this taxing was first made 
when Cyrenius was governor of Syria.) 
And all went to be taxed, every one in- 
to his own city. And Joseph also went 
up from Galilee, out of the city of 
Nazareth, into Judaea, unto the city of 
David, which is called Bethlehem; (be- 
cause he was of the house and lineage of 
David:) To be taxed with Mary his es- 
poused wife, being great with child,” 
Luke 2:1-5. 

The decree that Caesar Augustus, 
grandnephew of Julius Caesar, Emperor 
of Rome, issued that all the world should 
be taxed, did not excuse even the poor 
carpenter of Nazareth, so Joseph took 
Mary and made the long journey to Beth- 
lehem, the city of David, the predicted 
birthplace of the Messiah. Every Roman 
subject was liable to a tax, every male of 
fifteen years and above and every female 
of twelve years and above, and they must 
go to the city of their ancestors to regis- 
ter, which accounts for Joseph and 
Mary’s trip to Bethlehem. 

Augustus, while sending forth his 
edict to the uttermost limits of the East, 
little knew that on his part he was obey- 
ing the decree of the great King of 
kings. God had foretold through His 
prophets that a Savior should be born in 
Bethlehem. In order that this might be 
accomplished, He made use of Augustus 
and through this prince the order was 
given for the census of the whole people. 
At the thought of this decree issued by 
this great ruler, especially when we think 
today of our wars, rumors, and upheavels, 
we question if God does have charge of 
the world today. God does have charge 
of the world today and He rules these 
great men though it may be for their de- 
struction and the destruction of many 
people. He says that the wicked shall not 
live out half their days and we know that 
these forces are used by God to bring 
to pass His plan to correct the world of 
sin. 

In this decree we see God’s divine 
providence. It looked as though it would 
be impossible for Joseph and Mary to 
come to Bethlehem, but the Lord planned 
this so that the prophecies would be ful- 
filled according to His Word, Bethlehem

was the birthplace of David and _ the 
word “Bethlehem” means “house of 
bread.” 


Mary and Joseph’s journey to Bethle- - 


hem is a type of the believer’s pilgrim- 
age. Though many difficulties may arise 
and the progress may be slow, the pil- 
grim some day will reach the end of his 
journey. Those who obey perfectly the 
command of God will land in the eternal 
city of bliss, 

“And so it was, that, while they were 
there, the days were accomplished that 
she should be delivered. And she brought 
forth her firstborn son, and wrapped 
him in swaddling clothes, and laid him 
in a manger; because there was no room 
for them in the inn,” Luke 2:6, 7. 

When Mary and Joseph arrived at 
Bethlehem and tried to find a lodging 
place in the hotels they found that they 
were all crowded. There was no place to 
be found for Mary, and thousands today 
have no room for the Christ of Calvary. 
In that country the hotels or inns had a 
place underneath for the traveler’s ani- 
mal or whatever domestic animals the 
keeper wanted to keep, so Joseph made 
arrangements for Mary in one of the ox 
stalls. This also was according to the 
Scripture. 

The swaddling clothes was a bandage 
that was used to wrap the new-born 
babe with and in all probability Joseph 
and Mary took these necessary things 
with them. No doubt the hay that the 
oxen would have eaten was used for a 
bed and the trough used for a cradle for 
this wonderful Child. Jesus came in the 
most humble way, not with a silver spoon 
in His mouth, nor in a royal palace, but 
in a simple ox stall and His parents were 
humble people. 

ADORATION OF THE SHEPHERDS 

“And there were in the same country 
shepherds abiding in the field, keeping 
watch over their flock by night. And, lo, 
the angel of the Lord came upon them, 
and the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them: and they were sore afraid. 
And the angel said unto them, Fear not: 
for, behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all peopic. 
For unto you is born this day in the city 
of David a Savior, which is Christ the 
Lord,” Luke 2:8-11. 

The shepherds’ duties were divided up 
into watches. Instead of taking their 
sheep off the pasturelands at night, es- 
pecially at this place, they had a watch 
for the night. As these quiet shepherds 
were gathered there on the hillside to 
protect the sheep, a wonderful, miracu- 


lous thing happened. An angel of the 
Lord appeared unto them. We imagine 
that the clouds were lighted up with the 
glory of God. Of course the shepherds 
were frightened. They hadn’t been used 
to things like this, at that unexpected 
hour to have the whole country illumi- 
nated with a heavenly light. 

It is said that the hills and valleys of 
that country are covered with red pop- 
pies at this time of year and the reflec- 
tion of the heavenly light must have 
made the place beautiful indeed. 

We imagine the shepherds rose to their 
feet and stood in amazement. Just at this 
time the angel delivered the heavenly 
message, “Fear not, for unto you is born 
this day in the city of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord.” In all proba- 
bility they didn’t understand the mean- 
ing of this announcement, but their 
hearts were open for truth. Then a heav- 
enly choir broke forth singing, “Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” 

The Lord always knows to whom to 
reveal the truth. No doubt these humble 
shepherds had studied the Old Testament 
prophecies and it may be they had been 
praying for the Messiah to come, for the 
burdens to be lifted from them, and this 
was a wonderful ‘revelation. After the 
heavenly scene had closed a darkness 
overshadowed the earth again. These shep- 
herds, true to the command that had 
been given them, went into the city to 
find this Child. They did find Him and 
worshipped Him. It seems that this 
ought to convince the world that Jesus 
was the true Messiah, It may have been 
that even some in Bethlehem doubted the 
message of the shepherds, but many did 
believe and gathered around this ox stall 
to see this precious Baby. 

The astronomers of the East noticed 
the strange star that appeared and they 
took this star as being the token of the 
birth of the Redeemer and set out on 
their camels to find this Child. The star 
led them on their way until they reached 
Jerusalem. Of course they thought that 
an important baby of this kind would 
surely be born in the king’s palace and 
they went to the king to inquire about 
the Child. This king was not in divine 
order. He was appointed by Roman au- 
thorities and was a politician, no doubt, 
and was not able to give them the proper 
information. 

God had not planned that the Re- 
deemer that He should send to the world 
should be born in a king’s palace or come

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PRAYER 

When God wants something brought 
to pass He always touches the hearts of 
His prophets and servants and puts them 
to praying. 

In Psa. 95:6 David said, “O come, let 
us worship and bow down: let us kneel 
before the Lord our maker.” 

David felt the need of bowing down, 
kneeling before God, and I believe this is 
the proper attitude for those who want 
to humbly worship Him. I am afraid we 
are drifting into too many forms and 
outward ceremonies, and failing to wor- 
ship as we should. 

We find in Daniel, 6:10 these words, 
“Now when Daniel knew that the writ- 
ing was signed, he went into his house; 
and his windows being open in his cham- 
ber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his 
knees three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he did 
aforetime.” 

This was a decree from a wicked king 
and it is said they never change their de- 
crees after thev sign them, but God can 
break the stubborn will of kings and 
bring to pass the things that His servants 
cry out to Him for. Daniel listened to 
the message but he never got his mind 
off God. He prayed, as was his usual cus- 
tom, three times a day. He was resigned 
to whatever fate might come to him, 
after he had put his case unreservedly 
into the hands of God. Now this is an 
example of faith and trust backed up by 
a consecrated, prayerful life. 

CONFESSION 

“TI acknowleged my sin unto thee, and 
mine iniquity have I not hid. I said, I wiil 
confess my transgressions unto the Lord; 
and thou forgavest the iniquity of my 
sin. Selah,” Psa. 32:5. 

“And I prayed unto the Lord my God, 
and made my confession, and said, O 
Lord, the great and dreadful God, keep- 
ing the covenant and mercy to them that 
love him, and to them that keep his com- 


mandments,” Dan. 9:4. 

These men lived in a day of sacrifice, 
when such sacrifices did not make the 
comers thereunto perfect and they felt 
the weight of sin and transgression. We 
live in a day when the blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanseth us from sin, but 
should we fall into such transgression, the 
only way out is through honest confes- 
sion to God and it is not wrong to con- 
fess our sins if we should commit them. 
Those who are filled with all the fullness 
of God do live above sin, but many fall 
into divers and hurtful lusts and I am 
afraid men follow their own selfish am- 
bitions and desires until God is dis- 
pleased with such pursuits. The only safe 
thing to do is to do as the Psalmist and 
Daniel said. I believe Danie: was con- 
fessing the sins of his people more than 
his own transgressions, but he also felt 
the need of God himself. He was ac- 
knowledging whatever transgressions may 
have been against bim, and by such con- 
fession he brought the favors of God into 
his life. I believe thousands live under 
condemnation when they know they have 
pursued the wrong course, when they 
have been selfish and narrow and have 
not followed the way of peace and holi- 
ness altogether, and if you want victory 
the best way to do is to pray until God 
brings you peace and joy 

THE PRAYER OF JESUS 

In John 17:11-21 we have the prayer 
of Jesus concerning His followers. Jesus 
is praying the Father to keep through His 
own name those He had given Him. Je- 
sus had kept them while He lived in the 
world and now He is going away and 
He wants the Father to keep His follow- 
ers from the evil of the world. This is a 
very touching prayer, and I believe that 
God has that prayer before Him now and 
He will verify the request of His Son in 
every life and heart that will wholly fol- 
low Him. But we cannot do selfish things 
and partake of things that bring sorrow 
and trouble to others and retain this good 
experience. If we want God’s power and 
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blessings to rest upon us, we must cling 
to the cross and steer clear of the world. 
Jesus said, ““The world hath hated them, 
because they are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world.” We are not to 
be taken out of the world but we are to 
be kept from the evil thereof, and God 
will keep that that we commit unto His 
trust against that day. 


In Luke 22:42 Jesus is passing through 
the trial of His life in the Garden of 
Gethsemane. He prays that the cup may 
be removed, but He says, “Nevertheless 
not my will, but thine, be done.” One of 
the greatest victories to our hearts is to 
submit to the will of God and if we will 
do this it will take us a long way toward 
victory over every trial that may come 
upon us. 

Prayer is the order of progress in the 
divine kingdom. Moses prayed and the 
sons of Amalek were defeated. This was 
the first battle that Israel fought after 
crossing the Red Sea, but they defeated 
their enemies and I am sure it was 
through the prayers of Moses. Samuel 
prayed and the Philistines were discom- 
fitted. Through Gideon’s prayer God con- 
fused the enemies of His people and 
they fairly ran over one another and de- 
stroyed themselves, leaving Israel in 
peace. Jehoshaphat prayed and the hosts 
of Amon and Moab were overthrown. 
This great warrior knew that his army 
was too small for these aliens. The only 
way he would be able to be victorious 
was through prayer and God overthrew 
them and gave His people victory. Joshua 
prayed and the Jordan’s waters rolled 
back and Israel went through on dry 
ground.

Oh, there are so many 
examples of prayer in the Bible that we 
cannot mention all of them.

If the enemy carries out his plans, 
America will be bankrupted, religion wi!l 
be junked and thousands will be in con- 
fusion and trouble; but if we will pray 
Jesus will come for us and take us out of 
this world of confusion in time. 

He said in Luke 21:34-36, “And take 
heed to yourselves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with  surfeiting,

“Where is he that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship him.” 
—Matt. 2:2.

1. These wise men were directed by 
the “star in the east.”

The words of prophecy “And thou 
Bethlehem .... out of thee shail 
come a governor that shall rule my peo- 
ple Israel” give definite directions for 
the wise men.

3. The wise men found the Christ 
Child. To Him they opened their treas- 
ures. It is ever so, the wise give of their 
best when they find the Lord ‘indeed. 
Nothirg else can touch the depth of the 





human heart and call forth its best. He 
is the heart’s true portion. In Him is true 
happiness. In His service men find their 
proper realm. 

4. The wise men being warned of God 
in a dream returned to their country by 
another way. They did not go back to 
Herod. The change wrought in men by 
the Savior is both inward and outward. 
Jesus changes the nature of the heart and 
the conduct and walk outwardly before 
men, as well. No man finds Christ with- 
out finding a new concept of life and all 
of its activities—He reverses the whole. 

5. Notice the anger of Herod when the 
wise men did not return to him. “The 
tender mercies of the wicked are cruelty.” 
In destroying the little children in Beth- 
lehem Herod is a type of Satan. Who 
would follow or be a party to that spirit 
which opposes and seeks to destroy 
Christ? You follow ard belong to Jesus, 
or you are against Him; you gather with 
Him, or scatter from Him, so Jesus Him- 
self said. In that day if we would stand 
with Jesus and not with Herod, ler us 
take our stand now.

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| How Our Second World- 


Mission Crusade Ended 


By J. H. Incram 

Since we were war-bound in Shanghai 
at the time of our last report, and the 
situation otherwise looking gloomy, we 
thought it would be well to write one 
more article, bringing to a conclusion 
the series written during our second 
World-Mission Crusade. 

We were quartered in the French Con- 
cession about a block and a half from 
the Chinese lines and took our meals at 


sarily in time of danger, for lack of wis- 
dom more than through sheer bravery. 
Being an ex-navy man I was somewhat 
used to this kind of excitement and 
found it hard to muster up enough wis- 
dom to stay under cover, when the ship 
on which I was traveling to China, sailed 
into the battle zone. Then too, God 
might have wanted me to get a real 
glimpse of modern warfare, so I could tell 
others something of the awful horrors at- 
tendant upon such action. Once when 
ordered below decks, I unconsciously 
walked right out on the promenade, ex- 


the U. S. Navy, Y. M. C. A., one block posed to view from both sides of the 


from the Soochow Creek, which separated 
the International Settlement from the 
Japanese military zone. We were thus en- 
circled by the combatant forces, repre- 
senting Japan and China in their un-de- 
clared war. All that was left of the so- 
called neutral zone comprised this small 
area, within a radius of approximately 
two and one-half miles. There were many 
thousands of flags, representing all na- 
tions I believe—except China and Japan 


narrow Whangpoo river. One elderly 
lady grabbed me by the coat tail and 
told me to stand back, or I would be 
killed. On turning about she was seen 
crouching behind a wooden door leading 
to the passenger compartment, With her 
were a number of passenger friends in- 
cluding both sexes. I told them to hunt 
for a better shelter, as that door would 
not turn a modern rifle bullet, even if 
it was made of solid steel, and would be

availed little when aerial bombs and bomb or explosive shell, because of the 


stray shells began falling, in the Settle- 
ment, as well as in the Concession, claim- 
ing thousands of lives and causing prop- 
erty damage running into millions of dol- 
lars. The Chinese flag-makers were doing 
a rushing business, and like everyone 
most, I had an American flag made so I 
could show my colors by displaying it on 
the proper occasion; however, the Lord 
never let me unfurl the ensign, consider- 
ing that “His banner over me was love,” 
Song of Solomon 2:4. When Christians 
fail to win through the manifestation of 
God’s love and power, it is useless to try 
other means in the face of apparent de- 
feat. 

I was just bringing my second world- 
mission tour to a successful conclusion, 
and was ready to launch upon the last 
leg of my journey, when this war flare- 
up occurred in Shanghai. Steamship of- 
ficials and fellow passengers tried to pre- 
vent me from landing in the battle-torn 
city through high-pressure persuasion, but 
bent on forging the last link in a great 
world-girdling chain of truth, I surged 
ahead, determined not to turn back until 
forced to do so at the point of cold steel. 
It was at once humorous and pitiful to 
see how different people reacted during 
the time when they were being exposed 
to shell fire. Women, for the most part, 
acted in a manner that was creditable to 
the fair sex, however, others, like some 


of us men, exposed themselves unneces- been blown up at times

danger entailed through flying splinters. 
Then next I was below decks with my 
head stuck through a porthole, but think- 
ing one might tempt God I pulled back 
in, and contented myself with viewing 
the battle from a less advantageous point, 
though in a safer place. 


A FINAL VIEW OF THE WAR 
SITUATION IN CHINA 


The work of your servant, as most of 
our readers know, is given to that of 
organizing, and promoting the general 
interests of the Foreign Missions Depart- 
ment, and that takes us flying around the 
world, visiting most of the great mis- 
sion fields. Our object in going to China 
at this time was in answer to a call from 
Rev. Paul C. Pitt to visit his work in 
Shantung Province, with a view to re- 
organizing it under the Church of God. 
Brother Pitt wrote a letter to Shanghai, 
welcoming me to China, and personally 
to his mission headquarters, saying not 
to fear the unrest, but come on. How- 
ever, this trip seemed impossible, 
both river steamers and coastwise ship- 
ping tied up by the war. All commercial 
passenger planes were grounded and 
trains were operating under great diffi- 
culty. The North Station had been put 
out of commission because of the con- 
tinual bombing and shelling of that sec- 
tion by the Japanese. The railway had 
in different 
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places, and the only other depot on this 
line serving Shanghai—the South Station 
—was under fire of the enemy. Thou- 
sands of refugees were crowding there in 
an effort to get away from the battle 
front, and it was reported from reliable 
sources that 300 innocent men, women, 
and children were killed by bombs during 
one Japanese air raid. The situation in the 
city proper became more serious from 
day to day. Even in the International 
Settlement, the place was being con- 
verted into a living hell, so to speak, in 
spite of the heroic efforts put forth by 
both civil and military authority in cop- 
ing with the situation—or trying to 
rather—as it certainly presented a prob- 
lem that belies description, from the 
writer’s point of view. 

Thousands of refugees were filing in- 
to the Zone, with hundreds dying from 
dreaded diseases, such as dysentery, chol- 
era, etc., and with other large numbers 
facing death from slow starvation, We 
saw thousands of them lying about the 
streets, in every out-of-way place, with 
nothing to eat—at least for the present 
—though already fainting from hunger 
and thirst. With no place to excuse them- 
selves, the streets in some quarters were 
nothing less than open sewers. Then on 
top of all this, an occasional misdirected 
shell or bomb would explode among them 
claiming a few hundred lives. The writer 
happened, on one occasion, to be present a 
few minutes after a shell or bomb ex- 
ploded in a thickly crowded section, tak- 
ing a toll of nearly 800 killed and 
wounded—about 172 killed outright, 
many blown to pieces, so that the fire- 
men had to turn on the hose to wash 
down the blood and small bits of flesh. I 
shall never forget that awful sight! Hun- 
dreds of the fleeing refugees were loaded 
into Red Cross trucks, that dumped their 
human cargoes inside the Chinese battle 
lines, and only God knows what became 
of them. Most generally we had to go 
to bed and get up to the tune of the rat- 
tat-tat of machine gun fire, and _ the 
booming of cannons, which, combined 
with earth-rocking aerial bombings, was 
rather disconcerting and nerve-wrack- 
ing, to say the least. One morning I re- 
member having to run out on three oc- 
casions, leaving the breakfast table, on 
account of an aerial battle that was in 
progress. Yes! if one gets hungry enough, 
he can eat under any and all conditions 
—and sleep too, when the blessed op- 
portunity is afforded! The trouble with 
us Americans, we eat and sleep too much, 
and when I hear people talk “depression” 
it stirs me. We do not know anything 
about “hard times” in this fair land of 
ours, to compare with conditions in other 
parts. If some of our disgruntled laborites 
and capitalists could have been with us on

To the members and workers in Louisi- 
ana: Greetings in Jesus’ name. Our minis- 
ters’ meeting is now history and we are 
very busy endeavoring to put the adopted 
program over for the advancement of the 
church work. We have visited most of the 
churches and will visit the others within 
the next few days. At each church we 
find a nice band of workers with their 
sleeves rolled up for a good year in Louisi- 
ana. The reports are encouraging, most of 
the churches report the aged ministers’ 
quota paid, and by the time you read this 
we expect to have a 100 per cent report 
on this drive. The clerks’ reports show a 
nice increase in the Sunday Schools for 
the month of November. Our goal is a 
25 per cent increase in all departments of 
the church work this year. We are de 
pending on each minister to help put this 
over. Each minister and clerk is to make 
his or her report to the overseer the first 
of cach month and not later than the Sth. 
The pastors are to see that their clerks re- 
port to the state mission treasurer each 
month, If they prefer, they may enclose 
the report with the overseer’s report to 
Save postage and be on time roo. You may 
say, We have no missions. If only one dol- 
lar tithes is paid in you have some mis- 
sions for the state treasurer. Please do not 
send stamps, just include it in with the 
overseer’s money order and take the 
charge out of his part and it will be 
turned over to him with his report. If 
possible send direct to him. Those having 
more thaa a dollar please send money or- 
der to state treasurer. Remember the 
first of March is the date to have your 
Evangel 25 per cent increase in. Don’t 
fail me. One minister reports a 75 per 
cent increase already. The Assembly has 
ruled that the state overseer that fails to 
get his mission quota the second year be 
left off the overseers’ list. We are depend- 
ing on the pastors to raise your quota this 
year. If you fail to do so, it will be con- 
sidered in the selection of pastors this As- 
sembly year. The pastors are to see that 
at least three revivals are held in each 
local church this year. Each minister 
should endeavor to conduct at least one 
revival in a new place this year. Minis- 
ters working in new fields or inactive 
churches, please report monthly to the 
overseer, if nothing but a postal card. 
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This includes exhorters or non-licensed 
workers, The dates for the district con- 
ventions will be announced as soon as the 
state convention date has been arranged. 
We expect to hold a ten days’ district 
camp meeting on each district, in con- 
nection with the district meeting. A gen- 
eral program will be arranged covering 
every phase of the church work. We 
must not fail in putting the program 
over. We shall not fail. There isn’t any 
retreat blood in the zeal of the Louisiana 
soldiers of the cross. It was agreed upon 
that the overseer arrange for the publi- 
cation of a state paper. Owing to the fi- 
nancial strain of the state work we will 
not be able at this time to have the work 
done on a job press but will have to re- 
sort to a duplicating machine which will 
serve for the same purpose but not as 
good as a press run. The first issue is ex- 
pected to be out by the 10th of January 
and each month thereafter. The churches 
are expected to help in its support as out- 
lined in the ministers’ conference. We 
will give, each month, a report of the 
ministers and clerks that report and the 
churches that have raised their aged min- 
isters’ fund and missions. A general out- 
line of the state work will be given from 
time to time. If we can be of service to 
you, feel free to call on us. We are here 
to work and serve you to the best of our 
ability——Yours respectfully, Clyde C.

our two ‘round-the-world trips, I dare 
say, that it would be a different story 
entirely with many of them—as affects 
their dealings with each other. 


THE ESCAPE TO JAPAN 

The war situation continued to grow 
worse in Shanghai and at the last it 
seemed as though in reality no neutral 
zone existed. For example, the General 
Hospital had to.be moved on two occas- 
ions, in order that this institution of 
mercy might be housed in quarters more 
removed from the battle zone, for it 
seemed that even the Red Cross flag was 
not respected. Then there was another 
hospital located in the military zone con- 
trolled by the Japanese, where a few 
French-Catholic nurses, aided by a num- 
ber of Chinese Sisters, ministered to the 
wounded and dying. These brave women 
and girls were cut off from all outside 
help for several days with a number of 
patients dying during the time. When a 
voluateer burial squad, composed of men 
from the international settlement, finally 
succeeded in reaching them, there were 
found fifteen bodies piled in a vacant 
room. So, with all -transportation, 
whether by land, sea, or air to the inte- 
rior, closed except to the military and 
refugee service, there was nothing else 
for us to do but to make good our escape 
at the first opportunity. 

Friends advised me to cancel my pas- 
sage on the Japanese Line and take the 
American Dollar Line Steamer “President 
Hoover” which was coming to China for 
the purpose of embarking American ref- 
ugees, But since I had booked my ticket 
with the Japanese some months in ad- 
vance and did not have the money to 
buy another, I decided to ride it out with 
them. Incidentally, the “Hoover” was 
bombed before reaching Shanghai and 
never took on any passengers. We got 
our company together and made the trip 
through the battle lines riding in a Ger- 
man bus flying the French flag. Strange 
enough to say, wé embarked on the S. S. 
“Shanghai Maru” crossing the Yellow 
Sea to Nagasaki, Japan. The ship under 
charter by the Imperial Government was 
carrying wounded and dead from the 
field of battle. It would have been far 
from a pleasure trip with a person feel- 
ing top notch, and as it would be, I was 
taken dreadfully ill with the Asiatic 
dysentery the day before we sailed. I was 
advised not to leave but go to the hos- 
pital for treatment if I ever expected to 
recover, then it was said it may take 
months to effect a cure. It was the bloody 
type and in all probability was of the 
Amebic kind. Recurring attacks bore out 
this theory, and I might have had a touch 
of the cholera since nearly every symp- 
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tom of this deadly disease was prevalent. 

A great typhoon had been blowing for 
days, and the thought of sailing through 
these turbulent waters was far from be- 
ing encouraging, considering my weak- 
ened condition. Nevertheless, God was 
very kind to us in smoothing out the old 
Yellow Sea, until it was calm as a mill- 
pond, smooth as glass. Even at that, it 
seemed I would never make it. 

We arrived at Nagasaki after night 
and found the city darkened for fear of 
air raids. We passengers lined the rails and 
watched the ship unload its cargo of hu- 
man war-wreckage before going ashore. 
A special hospital train was packed in at 
the pier, and companies of Japanese mar- 
ines and sailors waited to transfer the 
wounded and dead—a gruesome task in- 
deed, 

Everyone worked quickly, silently, and 
effectively; and it was commendable to 
see the order and discipline that was dis- 
played. The ones who were less serious 
were taken off first. Some of these 
walked, being led by their able-bodied 
comrades. Then the stretcher-bearers 
came forward and removed the remainder. 
Large companies of civil, military and 
naval officials and Red Cross authorities 
stood in silent groups dipping flags, doff- 
ing their headgear, and bowing low as 
each victim passed by. Then followed the 
transferring of the ashes that represented 
the remains of those fallen in battle. 
These were contained in small boxes cov- 
ered with white cloth. The pallbearers 
held them high above their heads, while 
they marched in single file. The sight 
was so sickening, and the ceremony so 
serious, that one could not help but be 
touched emotionally; one youn g 
tender-looking sailor lad, was seen to col- 
lapse and fall over as dead. The last I saw 
of him he was being carried in the direc- 
tion of the hospital train, for all we 
knew, dead from heart-failure, because 
of the excitement. 

By the time the hospital special had 
cleared the docks, it seemed that the 
whole city was in an uproar. The war- 
spirit appeared to have taken complete 
control of the populace, and parading 
hordes marched through the streets with 
bands of music, lighting the way with 
large paper lanterns and waving flags. 
War songs were sung continuously by 
the frenzied people. I was feeling better in 
body, and took a train the same night for 
Moji, and arrived there next morning 
about 8:00 a. m. A ferry boat was wait- 
ing that took us across the mainland at 
Shimonoseki, where we boarded another 
train for the all-day run to Kobe. There 
I had a wait of nine days for the steamer 
that was to become my floating home for 
another two weeks en route to America. 
During this time I had a relapse and was 
compelled to spend many weary hours 
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alone in my hotel. Then when I did get 
Out, was arrested as a spy and put 
through a long questioning process by 
the military authorities. I also forgot to 
mention about being taken in hand by 
the Chinese when I blundered inside the 
battle lines at Shanghai. My camera was 
what caused me so much trouble, as they 
thought I was taking prohibited war pic- 
tures. The Chinese were unduly kind to 
me when they saw I was an American 
and never even took my films. I shan’t 
go into details in describing these experi- 
ences that were exciting, and might make 
interesting reading matter. Suffice to say, 
God was with me and delivered me on 
every occasion. 

I love the common people of Japan, 
and have great respect for their well- 
ordered civil government, and take pride 
in viewing the great modern cities and in- 
dustrial centers built up under this 
regime, However, I cannot endorse the 
actions of the present military clique, that 
1S getting these great people into trouble 
with the greater part ot the civilized 
world; which class them as the aggressors 
in the present Chinese campaign. The 
Japanese are workers whatever they go 
at, and let us not forget this fact; we 


may profit also by the example of loyalty - 


manifested. They think this fighting is 
to fulfill a heaven-born mission, and con- 


sequentiy make it a part of their re- 
ligion. Ip is generally said, “Give me 
honor and victory, or give me death,” 


and many of them prefer death in sui- 
cide by committing “hari-kiri”—an hon- 
orable means of self-destruction, wherein 
the victim disembowels himself by slash- 
ing his abdomen with a sharp knife. The 
instrument is drawn across the stomach 
from the left to right, ripping open the 
abdominal region. Many thousands of the 
Japanese are turning to Christ at this 
time, and usually make good Christians. 
The Buddhists in Japan are doing a great 
deal more than some of us Christians, in 
an effort to propagate the doctrines of 
Buddha, whereas, we seem contented to 
do little or nothing for Christ in Japan. 
It might be news to some of us, but re- 
ports show the Buddhists have 61 mis- 
sionaries in America—exclusive of Cana- 
da—who have established or built 37 
missions and temples with a registered 
membership of 40,000. 

ECHOES FROM INDIA REACH

The people in India are still reacting 
favorably to our visits with them as the 
following goes to show. This is. rather 
gratifying and we join in giving thanks 
to our Heavenly Father who is bringing 
these believers into this great world-wide 
fellowship with us, Let everyone pray for 
a mighty outpouring of the Spirit upon 
these hungry souls. We are copying a let- 
ter herein that was sent to me in Kobe,

The king was much troubled because 
he was afraid this Child would over- 
throw his kingdom, so he told the wise 
men to go and seek the young Child and 
to bring him word that he might also 
go and worship Him. 

It seems that when the wise men went 
into the king’s palace, the star disap- 
peared, but as they started on their jour- 
ney to Bethlehem, the star reappeared and 
led them to the very place where the 
young Child lay. These men were surely 
led of God and they opened their gifts of 
gold, frankincense, and myrrh, and there 
gave Jesus that royal reception that He 
should have as a royal Child. Even in that 
ox stall God provided men to worship 
His Son and to lavish upon Him such 
gifts as would be in keeping with His 
plan and purpose, and also celebrate and 
give Him the honor that He should have. 

Jesus is God’s gift to the world. Ix 
was the love that God had for lost and 
dying humanity that caused Him to give 
His only begotten Son.

Above everytaing the poor should 
be remembered and made glad and hap- 
py- In token of love for our lost and 
ruined world, Jesus came, and in return 
for His blessing to us we should make 
others happy, especially the more mis- 
fortunate ones who do not have the ne- 
cessities of life. I wonder if our gifts 
shouldn’t be almost entirely to those who 
are destitute. I believe this would be the 
meek and humble way to show our ap- 
preciation to our heavenly Father for 
what He has given us. Many precious ones 
who are sad and lonely and feel that life 
is not worth while need some one to cheer 
them. 

When I see people go hunting and kill 
game and recklessly spend this day with- 
out prayer, it grieves my heart. Possibly 
if we were in the war-stricken zoncs 
where millions have been slain, we would 
appreciate more our liberty in the Lord. 
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I pray that God will help us to be like 
our Christ, give to others something that 
will bring joy to their hearts. So many 
will spend the day in drinking and there- 
by dishonor their own lives and bring re- 
proach on the Christ of Calvary. I have 
wondered why men woud drink strong 
drink on this glad, happy day and dis- 
honor the birth of the Christ that came 
to the world in order that we might be 
redeemed out of the clutches of Satan. 

Jesus said, “I am come not to do my 
own will but the will of him that sent 
me: I am come that ye might have life, 
and that ye might have it more abun- 
dantly.” If we will only accept it, He 
gave unto eternal life that in the end we 
might not perish. The world with all of 
its wicked celebration, with its laughter 
and worldly amusement, sin, and folly, 
will celebrate this day in a reckless, dis- 
graceful way and say they are having a 
good time. I wonder what the Lord will 
say to us when we come to that great 
day. This ought to be a glad, happy day, 
a day of prayer, a day of shouting 
and rejoicing, a day of good things 
where they can be afforded, and 
those who have fared sumptuously all the 
year, should invite the poor and the out- 
casts in to feast on the good things that 
God has given them. 

I visited the bowery in New York a 
little over three years ago, and two re- 
ligious missions in that place for the 
friendless and helpless are conducted by 
some good, consecrated people who love 
the Lord. I was impressed with a sign at 
the door of these missions. It said, “If 
you are down and out and haven’t a 
friend in the world, come into this mis- 
sion and find a Friend.” I heard the testi- 
monies of a goodly number of people who 
eat the scanty meals that are given to the 
people at these missions twice a day and 
sleep on the benches. They have a day and 
night attendant to keep good order. Many 
of these inmates testified that their homes 
were broken up by sin and their loved 
ones had forsaken them and they were 
left without a friend, but they had found 
Jesus as their speciai Friend and their 
faces shined with His glory. Twice dur- 
ing the service they asked that a song be 
sung and each time a man sang and I be- 
lieve they were the sweetest voices I ever 
heard. Many of these men were well edu- 
cated but misfortune had overtaken 
them. Their sweet songs of praise to the 
Christ that had redeemed them were cer- 
tainly a blessing to those who had never 
visited that place before. 

I had read the history of Sophia the 
scrubwoman, I had read about her all- 
night mission in this section of New 
York. While she had passed away many 
years before this, I told our guide I 
wanted to visit this mission. On entering 
the mission we were introduced to a 
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grey-haired man. His face was sweet and 
pleasant. He seated us with a handshake 
and after singing a few songs asked us to 
testify. Those in our company in turn 
told about what Jesus had done for us. 
This man made a talk and told how he 
was picked up a drunken wretch on 
the bowery by Sophia, the scrubwoman, 
and how God had blessed him so many 
times in the mission. He to!d us how this 
woman would scrub floors and windows 
from three o’clock in the evening until 
ten at night and from ten o’clock in the 
evening until three in the morning she 
gave her time to this mission and on the 
bowery rescuing the drunken and fallen 
people. He told of how she invited him 
into her home and gave him something to 
eat, and he made the remark that a fried 
egg with a few crackers tasted better 
from her table than a Christmas dinner 
in the homes of the wealthy. He said 
it was Jesus who had satisfied his heart. 

About ten years before this visit the 
writer was in Augusta, Ga., and in a tes- 
timony meeting a beautiful young wom- 
an stood and testified. She said, “You 
people do not know me, but when I was 
a girl fourteen years old I lived in this 
city. I left my home and became a 
drunken wretch. I finally went to New 
York and lived a wretched life. One night 
after twelve o’clock I lay on the streets 
of the bowery in a drunken condition. I 
was awakened out of my sleep by the 
voice of a woman, This woman was ask- 
ing God to save a mother’s poor girl. I 
looked up into her beautiful face 
and asked her if she was praying 
for me and she said she was. She 
told me of Jesus’ power to save, took 
me to her mission and that night I gave 
my heart to Jesus.” She said, “Tonight I 
am filled with all of God’s fullness and 
for several years I have been a Christian.” 
When she sat down a man arose and in a 
broken voice he told how he was prayed 
for on the streets of New York when he 
was lost and undone. God had saved him 
from a drunkard’s life and had made him 
happy in Jesus. After the service was 
over I went around to speak to them and 
they told me the rest of the story, how 
they had met in a mission while working 
for Jesus and had decided to spend their 
lives together. They were happily mar- 
ried and were traveling through the 
South telling the story of Jesus and His 
power to save. 

Now this is the Christ that was born 
in Bethlehem almost two thousand years 
ago, but today He lives in the hearts of 
men and He will save to the uttermost 
all who come unto Him by faith. God 
help us to spend the Christmas holidays 


in prayer and in doing good deeds, and let -
